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‘5 rue e ton said that the briefing he had requested on the relationship 
between the great powers would have to be postponed until after 
1 January 1976. 

I told Smeeton that we had discussed the matter of briefings and 
classified material with Marian Czarnecki, Chief of Staff of the Committee, 
who said that he was trying to control access to all classified material 
and asked Smeeton to touch base with Czarnecki when he had requests 
for briefings or classified material, which he said he would do, and 
thought it a good idea. I later dropped by Smeeton's office but he was 
in mark-up.
